Patty Hearst Free On 
$1.5 Million Bail Bond 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) — Patricia 
Hearst 
one-time 
kidnap 
victim, 
revolutionary, 
fugitive 
and 
federal 
prisoner — is free today for the first 
time in nearly three year, thanks to 
$1.5 million 
in 
bail 
posted by 
her 
family. 
Miss Hearst, 22, is free while fights 
her conviction on charges of being a 
member of a Symbionese Liberation 
Army hank holdup team, for which 
she was sentenced to seven years in 
prison. 
" I would feel a lot better if f were 
home right now,” she told reporters in 
a 
brief 
news 
conference 
at 
U.S. 
District Court Friday. " I would like to 
get this over so I can go home.” 
With that statement, Miss Hearst, 
her 
family 
and 
a 
small 
army 
of 
private guards left the federal building 
for an undisclosed location 


U.S. District Court Judge William J 
Orrick granted bail motion, set at $1 
million, saying he was sure she was 
not a flight risk, has “ strong familv 


ties 
and 
does" not 
have

criminal record 


The federal judge’s action came one 
day 
after 
Miss 
Hearst’s 
father, 
Randolph A 
Hearst, president of the 
San Francisco Examiner, and his twin 
brother, David, posted a $500,000 bail 
in Los Angeles to satisfy state charges 
of kidnap, robbery and assault on Jan.
